TROOP MOVEMENT 


Foreign Minister of North- 
ern Chinese Government 
Protests Against Sending 
of Troops to Shanghai. 


ACT “CONTRARY TO 
LEAGUE COVENANT” 


Declares Large Force Might 
Cause Complications for 
Which China Could Not 
Be Responsible. 


PEKIN, Jan. 31.—V. K. Welling- 


: ton Koo, Foreign Minister of the 


Northern Government, today ad- 


. dressed a note to the British lega- 


‘tion here protesting against the dis- 
patching of British forces to Shang- 
hail and asked that it be transmitted 
to London in the hope that the 
British Government would “give 
necessary instructions for the im- 
mediate withdrawal of troops dis- 
patched to China so nothing unto- 
ward may happen to mar the 
friendly relations of the two na- 
tions.” 

The Foreign Minister’s note said 
the “dispatch of additional naval 
and military forces to China is con- 
trary to the spirit of the League of 
Nations covenant. It cannot be 
over-emphasized that the national 
spirit of the Chinese people has 
been developed, and the military 
movement on the part of the Brit- 
ish Government is liable to lead to 
serious misunderstandings.” 

Dr. Koo further declared that if 
the object of the expedition is 
merely to nretect the Shanghai in- 
ternational sttlement, it is unnec- 
essary, as the Chinese authorities 
are capable of doing that while 
“the presence of a large number of 
foreign troops in this area might 
lead to unforeseen complications, 
for which the Chinese Government 
could not be held responsible.” 

The note expressed surprise that 
Great Britain had decided to send 
to China “a large number of regu- 
lar troops, warships, submarines 
and airplanes” which “cannot but 
be deemed the most extraordinary 
action.” 

It declared that the expedition 
also was contrary to a resolution 
adopted by the Washington confer- 
ence, in which* the powers agreed 
to respect China's sovereignty and 
withdraw all troops stationed in 
China not in conformity with the 
provisions of existing treaties. 


American Insane Asylum in Sha- 
meen to Close. 

SHAMEEN. China, Jan. °* ——-The 
John Kerr insane asylum, an 
American institution here, is to 
close immediately as the result of 
a proclamation tasued by the Na- 
tionalist Government regulating the 
operation of hospitals.

The first two 
counts, assault of a mail messen- 
ger, and assault of a mail messen- 
ger with a deadly weapon, car:y 
mandatory sentences of 25 years. 
The third and fourth counts—re.- 
ceiving and concealing stolen mall 
matter, and illegal possession of 
stolen mail matter—carry marxi- 
mum sentences of five years each. 


The aggregate of these sentences 
would total 60 years but it has 
been Judge FitzHenry’s practice 
to make such penalties run con- 
currently, since they are but dif- 
ferent aspects of a single crime.

my family in the business amount- 
ed to $100,000. Later, some small 
stockholders became _ disgruntled, 
and I decided to buy them out. I 
went to Mr. Carleton, and he ap- 
proved my plan as soon as I told 
hom of it. He wrote me a check 
for $100,000, and sen me to Mr. 
Lesser of Lesser-Goldman, who ad- 
vanced me another $100,000, while 
R. McKittrick Jones advanced $50,- 
000, furnishing me $260,000 in all, 
with which I bought out the small 
holders. 

“I think,” Ferguson said later in 
his testimony, “that my belief in 
Mr. Carleton’s great resources and 
his ability to.do anything he said 
he would do, dated from that time 
when he gave me $100,000 on five 
minutes’ notice.” 

Ferguson said that Joseph Male- 
cek, auditor-cashier of the com- 
pany, had given a correct account, 
in his testimony last week, of the 
conversation between them, when 
Malecek reported, early in 1925, 
that the company was insolvent, 
and should be liquited. He said he 
agreed with Malecek, but that it 
was necessary to consult Carleton, 
who as has been related, insisted 
that the business go on. 

Wanted to Quit Business. * 

“Before that,” he said, “in fact, 
not long after the consolidation, 
I had sought to get out of the busi- 
ness. After my partner, Mr. Mc- 
Kinney died, and after I lost my 
wife, I told Mr. Carleton I wasn’t 
ambitious to become. rich, and 
would prefer to go back to the 
farm. He asked me, as a personal 
favor, to stay a year or so longer. 

“During these years since’ the 
consolidation,” he said, “I had lit- 
tle to do as president of the com- 
pany, and most of my time was 
taken up in selling merchandise. 
The sales were about $7,000,000 a 
year, and I sold about 20 per cent 
of that total. 

“The usual commission on sales 
was 1 to 31g per cent, but 1 did 
not get a cent of commission, al- 
though in the 11 years I have sold 
about $15,000,000 worth of mer- 
Chandise. My salary as president 
was $7500 a year, until in 1925, 
when the company was losing 
money, I consulted with Mr. Carle. 
ton, and we agreed that ] should 
get only $5000 salary, while he 
agreed to forego altogether his 
Silary of $6000 as treasurer,

American Publishers Suspend Pub- 
lication of Pseudo Diary.

tlon of “The Whispering Gallery.”

cal life, has been suspended in the 
United States, it was announced 
today by Horace Liveright, pub- 
lisher. 

“We came to the conclusion that 
‘the Whispering Gallery’ is not an 
authentic document,” Liveright 
said. “We published it believing 
it to be a serious and genuine --ork 
During litigation in London the 
author, Hesketh Pearson, declared 
it a fraud.’”’ The book, the author 
said in court, was only supposedly 
drawn from the diary of Sir Ren- 
nell Rodd, and he thought the En- 
glish publishers were aware of this. 
He was acquitted recently when 
tried for obtaining money by pre- 
tense in connection with its pub- 
lication.

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TWO CONVICTS INURED 
WHEN BARRACKS BURNS 


22 Escape From Blazing Struc- 
ture at Prison Camp Oppo- 
site Jefferson City. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 31.— 
Fire starting from an overheated 
flue destroyed a two-story brick 
barracks building on State Prison 
Farm No. 2, across the Missouri 
River from Jefferson City, early to- 
day. The 22 convicts in the bar- 
racks were aroused in time to ¢es- 
cape, but two of them were severe- 
ly burned. 

James W. Gallagher, serving 15 
years from St. Louls for robbery, 
suffered burns on his hands and 
face, and C, M. Bradford, serving 
five years from Macon County for 
bank robbery, was burnec on the 
left arm and left side. Bradford 
was the last man to leave the 
building and narrowly escaped be- 
ing caught by a section of the roof 
when it fell. Burning embers fall- 
ing on his bunk aroused him. 

Loss Estimated at $5000. 

The roof of the building was in 
flames when the fire was discov- 
ered about 5 a. m. by a convict 
cook, Willlam Foley of St. Louis. 
Ioley gave the alarm. No fire 
fighting equipment is kept at the 
prison farm and the convicts were 
unable to check the flames. The 
roof and part of the walls collapsed. 
The building was erected about four 
years ago, and was cheaply con- 
structed. Prison officials esti- 
mated the loss at not more than 
$5000. All the convicts at Farm 
No. 2 are trusties and guards on 
duty there sleep in a separate 
building. 

This is the third prison fire 
within 16 days. On Jan. 15 fire 
destroyed the roof and ruined the 
interior of “A” hall, a cell build- 
ing inside the penitentiary walls, 
which housed 791 Negro convicts, 
All the convicts were led safely 
from the building after guards un- 
locked the old-fashioned cell locks 
with separate keys. In the newer 
cell buildings the’ locks on each 
tier of cells are controlled by a 
single lever. 

About a week ago fire was dis- 
covered in the temporary roof 
placed on “A” hall. It had been 
started with newspapers stuffed un- 
der the rafters. It wag extinguished 
with minor damage,

NEGRO CLUBBED TO DEATH 
AND ROBBED NEAR HOME 


Rody of Alvin Turner, 60, Found in 
Lot Only Few Doors From House. 

Alvin Turner, 60 years old, Ne- 
gro, of 56111 Benedict avenue, was 
clubbed to death near his home 
early today, robbery apparently be- 
ing the motive.

Coroner’s Jury Finds Sam Za- 
wack Was Justified in 
Shooting George Creed Jr. 


A verdict of justifiable homicide 
was returned today at a Coroner’s 
inquest in the death of George 
Creed Jr.. 19 years old, of 2961 
Gamble street, who was fatally shot 
by Sam Zawack, grocer, at 348 
North Whittier street, during a 
holdup in the store Saturday eve- 
ning. 

Zawack was exonerated after he 
told again how he drew his revolv- 
er from a side trousert pocket 
while Creed held a wrench against 
his side. He fired at close range, 
thinking Creed had &@ revolver, 
and shot the young robber near 
the heart. Creed died early yes- 
terday at the City Hospital. 

Police are searching for Creed’s 
companion who fled from the store 
when Zawack fired and who ex- 
changed shots with the grocer’s 
son, Nathan, as he climbed into an 
automobile. A stolen machine con- 
taining three bullet holes was 
found yesterday in front of 2930 
Madison avenue and identified by 
young Zawack as the car in which 
the robber escaped. 

Mrs. Edith McGuerty of 4206 
Westminster place, who was hit by 
a stray bullet while walking with 
her $-year-old son across the store, 
ig at City Hospital recovering and 
a wound inthe left shoulder. 

Creed was a nephew of Thomas 
and Robert Creed, brothers, sent to 
prison for killing Policeman 
George B. Geisler here in 1930. 

Zawack, a native of Poland, had 
carried a revolver in his right hand 
trousers pocket for 1? years 
against the day he would need to 
use it on a robber, and his son 
had adopted the same practice. 
Zawack said he had never fired 
the pistol before except once each 
year on the Fourth of July when 
he emptied it in the air.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 3 31.—While 


it is learned here that all Catholic 
priests of the State of Jalisco have 
been notified to report daily to the 
Department of Interior in Mexico 
City after Feb. 1, 80 far as known 
priests in other states will not be 


molested. 
Similar orders were given to the 
priests of the State of Durango a 


few weeks ago. 

Special dispatches from Guada- 
lajara, telling of the order to the 
Jalisco priests, say the action was 
taken because of “Catholic i 
tion” in that state. 

About 80 Catholic priests, most 
of them from the State of Durango. 
have been released from the San- 
tiago military prison in Mexico City. 
where they have been confined on 
suspicion of seditious activities. 

‘Jalisco Rebels Routed. 

After a sharp fight, says a report 
to the War Department from Gen... 
Ferreiras, commander in Jalisco, 
the rebellion there has received its 
death blow. | 

The report says a large group of 
rebels commanded by Fortino San- 
chez was overtaken by Federal! soil- 
diers at Ocampo, when a fight last- 
ing several hours developed. The 
rebels fled and were pursued by 
the Federal forces. Sanchez was 
discovered among the dead. 

Negotiations for. submiszsion of 
the rebellious Yaqui Indians in the 
State of Sonora have failed. The 
Government, therefore, has decid- 
ed to continue to blockade thelr 
strongholds. Though willing to 
surrender, the Yaquis refuse to de- 
liver up their arms and demand 
continuance of the subsidy which 
the Government gave them. before 
they began their uprising last sum- 
mer.

TRY SKIDLESS RUBBER STREET 


British Experiment With New Ma- 
terial for Pavements.
